Charges For Milk In State 


(From Manitowoc, Wis. Daily Herald) 


Complaint has been filed with the at- -. 


torney general at Madison asking inves- 
tigation into milk prices charged by an 
alleged combine of farmers supplying 
city dealers and it is expected that agents 
of the" department will be sent here to 
take the matter up within a few days. 
. 


- In, the meantime milk dealers'of the 
city, to protect the public, have yielded 
to the demand of the farmers and are 
paying the new price, $4.10 per cwt. with- 
out advance in price to the city consumer. 
The new .price, an advance of 50 cents per 
cwt. over the old .price, went into effect 
on Jan. 1. The same day the complaint, 


.filed with, district .attorney Brady, was 


forwarded to Madison. 


Under the state .law in case of an al- 


leged .combination to maintain prices or 
conspiracy to advance prices, complaint 
must be made to the attorney general 
who orders an investigation and if, in 
opinion of the investigators the facts 
warrant,-summons will be issued and 
prosecution .started. This was the pro- 
ceeding followed in Racine county last 
year when a number of milk dealers and 
farmers brought into court on charges of 
holding up and advancing prices through 
agreement. 


In connection with the expected inves- 


tigation it is shown that the price offered 


• by the condenseries for milk during the 


hdxt fifteen days has been fixed at $3.88, 
which is 22 cents lower than the prices 
demanded of city dealers by the farmers. 
This condensery price ft based upon milk . 
testing 4 per cent and which must be. de- 
livered to the condensery while city deal-,_ 
ers in most cases are required to get their 
own milk. Another fact that is promin- 
ent is that the milk supplied to city deal- 
ers averages a test much below the 4 per 
cent demanded by the condensery, it be- 


' ing said that the average is about 3.4. 


"The milk dealers met the price of the 


farmers only to protect the public," said 
a prominent milk man today. "We were 
given only a day's notice of the advance 
and told that if we did not pay it the sup- ' 
ply would be cut off and we had to meet 
it in order to furnish our patrons. The\ 
dealers cannot afford to pay $4.10 and 
sell milk at the present prices but the 
dealers do not believe that the advance 
is justified and if the complaint filed at 
Madison fails to bring the price- down-, we 
will have to seek supply elsewhere" he 
said. 


Dealers in the city realize that an ad- 


vance in price of local delivery to 14 and 
15 cents per quart, which they say would 
let.them out under the $4.10 price de- 
manded by the farmers, would raise a 
storm of protest from the public and they 
do rrot desire to make the advance. 


It was said today that there are forty ' 


farmers supplying milk to city dealers, 
nearly all of whom are in on the new 
price -agreement. 
Names of leaders in 


the movement have been furnished the 
attorney general for basis of investiga- 
tion.

and the city dealers cfaimed that the 
farmers were responsible for the increas- 
ed cost, the dealers themselves took up 
the cudgel to defend the farmers and 
blocked the investigation which was 
planned. Now the dealers s»y that the 
demands of the farmers are unreason- 
able and that they are being made the 
goats. 


It is said that in one of two instances 


milkmen delivering in the city are still 
getting their supply at the old figure but 
generally the dealers have been forced to 
meet the advance. 


The public will sit tight on the side 


lines while backing the dealers in their 
demand for investigation, so long as lo- 
cal prices do not advance. •

The peace treaties may be left to 


the last because none of the agree- 
ments can bind the central powers 
unless, in the meantime,, they have 
established governments which sat- 
isfy the peace congress ae to their 
stability and purpose of tarrying out 
the treaties made. 
At this point arises the question 


of how long the peace congress will 
wait for the central powers to ar- 
range their government. 


Unstable Governments 


There is always the possibility 


that if no responsible governments 
appear to give assurance that obli- 
gations undertaken will be carried 
out the nations represented at the 
congress could give notice that jt 
would become necessary, at certain 
points to assist in the formation of 
orderly governments and at the same 
time begin to collect revenues to ap- 
ply on the bill of damages. 


Such action if taken, would he only 


a last resort. No official outline has 
been made to show what the United 
States would agree to do in carrying 
out such an undertaking, but some 
of the best informed .as to the lines 
along which Mr. Wilson • and 
the 


peace commissioners are working 
believe that it is the purpose of the 
United States to go no further into 
the readjustment of European af- 
fairs than to secure general adher- 


down by President Wilson.
